Roadside bomb attacks rise 

Brain injuries up among Canadian troops as I ED blasts hit record levels 


B.C. Court's dedsion

Coalition troops in 
Afghanistan are being 
attacked by roadside 
bombs at record levels, 
leaving Canadians soldiers 
with a legacy of traumatic 
brain injuries that health 
experts are grappling to 
understand. 

And the mental toll of 
having to patrol bomb- 
seeded roads is expected to 
show itself in the years 
ahead in a spike in the 
number of soldiers with 
post-traumatic stress disor¬ 
der, militaiy officials say. 

“The view is, clearly, 
when you’re involved with 
an lED (improvised explo¬ 


sive device), that you may 
have traumatic brain in¬ 
juries,” said Maj.-Gen. Wal¬ 
ter Semianiw, chief of mili- 
taiy personnel. 

“If you’ve been exposed 
to a (traumatic brain in¬ 
jury) the prevalence of 
then having PTSD may be 
higher. The facts are very 
clear,” he said in an inter¬ 
view. 

“The biggest challenge is 
not here and today. It’s in 
five years and 10 years ... 
Are they going to get the 
support they need?” Semi¬ 
aniw said. 

As NATO forces launch 
offensives in southern 


The number of 
coalition 
soldiers killed 
by roadside 
bombs, up 21 per cent from 76 
during the same period last 
year. The number of wounded 
was up by 46 per cent — 467 
compared to 320. 

Afghanistan, insurgents 
are fighting back with 
homemade bombs at levels 
never before seen in the 
eight-year-old conflict. 

By the end of June, there 
had been 2,508 “incidents” 
involving improvised ex¬ 
plosive devices this year, a 
60 per cent increase over 


the same period last year, 
according to statistics from 
the Pentagon. 

July is shaping up to be 
a record month, with at 
least 28 coalition troops 
killed so far by impro¬ 
vised explosives. On Sat¬ 
urday, a roadside bomb 
killed two U.S. Marines. A 
day earlier, British offi¬ 
cials announced that 
eight of their soldiers 
were killed in a 24-hour 
period. 

While commanders say 
the bombs are the 
weapons of cowards, they 
have proven effective.

Four killed in 
church attacks 

IRAQ Bombs exploded out¬ 
side five Christian churches 
in Baghdad yesterday, in ap¬ 
parently co-ordinated 
attacks that killed four peo¬ 
ple and wounded more 
than 30, Iraqi police said. 

In the most serious 
attack, a car bomb explod¬ 
ed near a church in eastern 
Baghdad, killing four peo¬ 
ple and wounding 21. A po¬ 
lice source said at least 
eight Christians were 
among the wounded. 

The bloodshed that 
followed the U.S.-led inva¬ 
sion in 2003 has largely fad¬ 
ed, but violence continues, 
especially in ethnically and 
religiously mixed areas. 


Honduras could 
offer amnesty 

COUP Honduran interim 
leader Roberto Micheletti 
said yesterday ousted presi¬ 
dent Manuel Zelaya would 
not be allowed to return to 
power under any conditions 
but could be granted an 
amnesty if he comes home 
quietly to face justice. 

“If he comes peacefully 
first to appear before the au¬ 
thorities ... I don’t have any 
problem (with amnesty),” 
Micheletti told Reuters in an 
interview at the presidential 
palace in Tegucigalpa. But 
the interim president 
repeated that Zelaya would 
not be reinstated as 
president “under any condi¬ 
tions.” REUTERS 


A roadside bomb killed 
two U.S. Marines in south¬ 
ern Afghanistan, the U.S. 
military said yesterday, 
the latest deaths in an es¬ 
calation of violence that 
has put pressure on coali¬ 
tion leaders over their war 
strategy. 

Thousands of U.S. 
Marines and hundreds of 
British soldiers have been 
fighting major new offen¬ 
sives in the past 10 days in 
Helmand province, a Tal¬ 
iban stronghold and 
Afghanistan’s biggest pro¬ 
ducer of the opium that 
funds the insurgency. 

The assault by U.S. 
Marines, Operation Strike 
of the Sword, is the first ma- 
jor operation under U.S. 

I President Barack Obama’s 


new regional strategy to de¬ 
feat the Taliban and stabi¬ 
lize Afghanistan, which 
holds a presidential election 
on Aug. 20. 

Violence has flared again 
throughout Afghanistan 
since the operation began 
on July 2, with attacks in 
traditional Taliban strong¬ 
holds in the south and east 
as well as in relatively more 
peaceful areas in the north 
and west. 

The Taliban backlash has 
put pressure on leaders in 
Washington and London, 
who say U.S. and other NA¬ 
TO-led troops have pushed 
back Taliban insurgents but 
that a lot of tough fighting 
remains to be done during 
the summer. 

A third soldier serving 


with NATO-led forces in the 
south died on Friday from 
wounds received in Jime, 
the alliance said in a state¬ 
ment issued yesterday. No 
other details were available. 

Washington is pouring in 
extra troops under Obama’s 
new strategy, with munbers 
set to more than double to 
68,000 by the end of the 
year. 

British troops mounting 
their biggest operation of 
the campaign in 
Afghanistan have also suf¬ 
fered under the Taliban 
backlash, with 15 con¬ 
firmed killed in a 10-day pe¬ 
riod, including five in two 
roadside bomb blasts on Fri¬ 
day. Taliban casualty figures 
were not immediately avail¬ 
able.

Sotomayor hearing opens 
Supreme Court debate 


U.S. Sonia Sotomayor looks 
almost certain to emerge 
from U.S. Senate hearings 
this week poised to be¬ 
come the first Hispanic 
member of the U.S. 
Supreme Court. 

But political debate over 
U.S. President Barack Oba¬ 
ma’s plans for the top U.S. 
court has only begun. Re¬ 
publicans are ready to re¬ 
sist what they fear could be 
a sharp leftward turn for 
the court under Obama’s 
Democratic administra¬ 
tion, reversing a steady 
tack to the right under for¬ 
mer Republican president 
George W. Bush. 

Obama, a former consti¬ 
tutional law professor, 
chose the 55-year-old So¬ 
tomayor to replace the 
now-retired Justice David 
Souter, who had been one 
of four liberals on the 
deeply divided nine-mem¬ 
ber court. Members are ap¬ 
pointed for life. 

The president wished his 
nominee good luck in a 
phone call from the Oval 
Office yesterday, express¬ 
ing “his confidence that 
Judge Sotomayor would be 
confirmed to serve as a jus¬ 
tice on the Supreme Court 
for many years to come,” 


the White House said. 

A daughter of Puerto Ri¬ 
can parents who grew up 
in a public housing project 
in New York, Sotomayor’s 
stoiy of tough beginnings 
and Ivy 
League edu¬ 
cation mir¬ 
rors Obama’s 
own while 
her long ex¬ 
perience as 
Sotomayor prosecutor 

and appeals 
court judge gives critics 
few opportunities to attack 
her credentials. 

“I suspect she will be con¬ 
firmed, but I would hope it 
does not turn into a parti¬ 
san fight for the good of the 
courts and the good of the 
Supreme Court,” the Judici- 
aiy Committee’s Democrat¬ 
ic Chairman Patrick Leahy 
said on the CBS Face the Na¬ 
tion show yesterday. 

Legal experts parsing So- 
tomayor’s rulings for clues 
to her positions on eveiy- 
thing from abortion to gun 
control have come up with 
little, although most agree 
she will not change the 
court’s ideological balance 
which has been split with 
four liberals and five con¬ 
servatives.

CIA The CIA withheld informa¬ 
tion from U.S. Congress about 
a secret counterterrorism pro¬ 
gram on orders from former 
vice-president Dick Cheney, a 
U.S. senator said yesterday 
amid calls for an investigation. 
Democratic Senator Dianne Fe- 
instein told Fox News 
yesterday that CIA Director 
Leon Panetta disclosed 
Cheney's involvement when he 
briefed members of Congress 
two weeks ago. She said Panet¬ 
ta told them he had cancelled 
the program. 

CHINA An uneasy calm 
returned yesterday to China's 
riot-hit Urumqi where 184 peo¬ 
ple died in ethnic violence a 
week ago, though the official 
tally of dead could rise, a 
regional official indicated. Ac¬ 
cording to the official count, 
137 of those killed were Han 
Chinese and 46 were Uighurs 
who share cultural bonds with 
Central Asian peoples. The 
death toll could rise further. 
Xinjiang's governor yesterday 
raised the number of injured to 
1,680, of which 74 were critical¬ 
ly injured, from the previous 
figure of about 1,000.

It's a done deal, time to let it go Caterina 


I was perhaps the only Ed¬ 
montonian on the fence as 
to whether to close City 
Centre Airport now, but 
the phased closure com¬ 
promise allows the city to 
set itself up as the develop¬ 
er and hold a design com¬ 
petition — important con¬ 
ditions of my support. 

In two further votes at 
the same meeting, LRT 
funding was redirected 
from Gorman to NAIT with 
the support of the mayor 
and 10 councillors. I’d like 
to discuss how the airport 
lands and LRT set the stage 


for incredible transit ori¬ 
ented development, but I 
feel I need to bring some 
transparency to an ongo¬ 
ing NAIT LRT drama. 

In the continuation of a 
lengthy grudge, northeast 
Coun. Tony Caterina — a 
key airport supporter — 
was the lone councillor 
against the LRT motions. In 
late June, Caterina was also 
the lone vote against fund¬ 
ing detailed design, for rea¬ 
sons that require some his¬ 
tory. 

In mid-January, a seem¬ 
ingly innocuous sentence 
in an LRT update triggered 
a heated debate. With 
NAIT and St. Albert on op¬ 
posite sides of the airport, 
the transportation depart¬ 
ment suggested that LRT 
planning should “incorpo¬ 
rate city council’s decision 
on the future status of the 
City Centre Airport.” 


To argue otherwise is ab¬ 
surd, yet that was what I 
found myself watching to 
the chagrin of an increas¬ 
ingly frustrated transporta¬ 
tion manager. Bob Boutili- 
er. Caterina’s subsequent 
motion was thankfully de¬ 
feated, but it seems he 
knows how to hold a 
grudge. In late Januaiy, for 
example, he voted against 
appointing the NAIT LRT 
engineering consultant, 
and in Februaiy he cast the 
sole dissenting votes 
against two measures to 
begin property expropria¬ 
tion — even after the 
amount of expropriation 
had been slashed in half 
At the same time, he ar¬ 
gued against LRT to NAIT 
because students are “not 
getting on public transit 
and carrying their welders 
with them.” NAIT’s Stu¬ 
dent Association rightfully 


rebuked Caterina. After all, 
I was there in 2008 when 
NAITSA representatives 
told him their concerns 
about overcrowding on 
Route 8 (essentially the 
LRT precursor to down¬ 
town). 

Caterina’s not the most 
pro-transit councillor — 
my recordings from 2008 
also have him suggesting 
that “we should be increas¬ 
ing fares” and “my 16-year- 
olds ... don’t want that bus 
pass, they want that car” 
— but this increasing petti¬ 
ness is getting out of hand. 
I’ve had my own reserva¬ 
tions about LRT to NAIT, 
Tony, but it’s a done deal. 
For the good of the city let 
it go already.

The non-stick cookware debate

-his week we shift 

gears and go from 
considering the 
large global envi¬ 
ronment in which 
we live to the small local 
environment in which we 
also live. This small envi¬ 
ronment can be as small as 
your own kitchen. Just as 
we need to worry about 
what heavy industry is put¬ 
ting into the air we 
breathe, so too do we need 
to wony about what we 
ourselves are putting into 
our air and our bodies. 

Recently there has been 


much debate about the 
safety of using “non-stick” 
cookware. Now I have to 
admit, I love my non-stick 
pots. Whenever I try to 
cook in an 5 fthing else I end 
up having to chip the food 
off the bottom of the pan 
with a chisel. This is less 
than appetizing. However 
am I trading safety for un¬ 
petrified food? 

Non-stick coating is 
made from fluo- 
ropoljmiers. These 
compounds can break 
down into perflu- 
orooctanoic acid 
(PFOA), a suspected 
human carcinogen. 
PFOA is found at low 
levels in the blood of 
most North Americans. 
Are we getting it from 
our cookware though? 

As I check this out on 
the web some sites tell 
me that my pots are defi¬ 
nitely toxic. Then I notice 
that many of them want to 


sell me new pots. Other 
sites tell me that my non¬ 
stick pots are perfectly safe. 
Then I notice that some of 
them make the non-stick 
pots or the coating. Who to 
believe? 

Most of the impartial in¬ 
formation I find, including 
the U.S. Food and Drug Ad- 
ministra- 



and a leading scientific 
journal indicate that veiy 
little if any PFOA in our 
blood comes from non¬ 
stick cookware. The coat¬ 
ing decomposes into PFOA 
at temperatures about 
350°C (660°F). Tempera¬ 

tures for normal usage — 
frying meat 240°C (470°F), 
baking 230°C (450°F) — are 


rience this will set off your 
smoke detector. Any coat¬ 
ing that flakes off your pan 
and gets eaten will pass 
right through you and will 
not harm you at all. 

If you do heat a non stick 
pot above 350°C (660°F) and 
you breathe in the fumes 
you can get what is called 
pol 5 mier fume fever which 
gives you flu-like symp¬ 
toms. It is reversed on 
breathing fresh air in hu¬ 
mans but can be fatal to 
birds. So don’t keep your 
canaiy in the kitchen if you 
are prone to burning pots. 
The bottom line with pots 
is to weigh the health 
concerns about 
non-stick coat¬ 
ings against the 
health concerns of put¬ 
ting more fat in the pan so 
your food doesn’t stick to a 
regular pan. I think for 
most people the fat is a 
greater health risk. 

OK so that’s where PFOA 


isn’t. Here’s where it is. 

Microwave popcorn bags. 
Most of these bags have 
non-stick coatings and 
when you heat your pop¬ 
corn they decompose, 
leach into the oil and stick 
to your popcorn. If you eat 
just 10 bags of microwave 
popcorn a year, 20 per cent 
of the PFOA in your blood 
could be from popcorn. 

Finally we need to take 
things back to the larger 
environment and consider 
where the non-popcorn 
PFOA in our blood comes 
from. A possible source is 
pollution from the indus¬ 
tries that put the coating 
on the pan and in the pop¬ 
corn bags. So use your non¬ 
stick pots but don’t buy 
more than you need be¬ 
cause the more we con¬ 
sume the more they create.

SFU becomes first Canadian school to join NCAA

UNIVERSITY In a historic 
first, Simon Fraser Univer¬ 
sity has been given mem¬ 
bership into the National 
Collegiate Athletic Associ¬ 
ation’s (NCAA) Division II. 

The Burnaby, B.C., 
school on Friday became 
the first non-American, 
post-secondary institution 
to gain acceptance into 
the association. 


American competition 
is nothing new for SFU — 
its teams not only com¬ 
pete in Canadian Interuni¬ 
versity Sport (CIS), but al¬ 
so the National Associa¬ 
tion of Intercollegiate 
Athletics (NAIA), which is 
comprised of U.S. schools. 

SFU will go through a 
two-year transition, dur¬ 
ing which all of its teams 
will maintain their pres¬ 
ent course in the NAIA 
and CIS. 

The teams could then 


begin play in the NCAA 
Division II’s Great North¬ 
west Athletic Conference 
(GNAC) in 2011-12. They 
will face schools such as 
Central Washington Uni¬ 
versity and Seattle Pacific 
University. 

SFU will have to make 
some minor adjustments 
when the change takes 
place as NCAA student 
athletes are allowed to 
play for four years while 
CIS students can do so for 
five.

CANADIAN FORCES A new 

program has been launched 
that will provide children of 
Canadian Forces personnel 
killed while serving in active 
duty with four-year university 
scholarships.

Currently, Memorial Uni¬ 
versity, The Universities of 
Calgary, Ottawa and Windsor 
and the University of Ottawa 
are participating in the 
program. 

YOUTH JOURNEY A long-term 
study between 2000 and 2008 
of 22,000 Canadian youth 
aged 18 to 20 shows the most 
common sequence of events 
to adulthood for both men 
and women was to leave 
school, find a full-time job, 
leave the parental home, 
form a relationship and have 
children. However, the eight- 
year-long study found that 
more men left school and be¬ 
gan working full-time earlier 
than women. The study also 
found that 43 per cent of the 
participants attended college, 
one per cent more than those 
who attended university. In¬ 
terestingly, participation in all 
types of postsecondary educa¬ 
tion was higher for women 
than men.

It prides itself on “breaking 
new sound”, it's Canada's 
only station dedicated to 
independent Canadian mu¬ 
sic and it can be heard on 
two different formats — 
online and satellite. But 
Steve Pratt says CBC Radio 
3 isn't really a radio station 
at all. 

“I know that sounds odd,” 
says Pratt, the station’s Van¬ 
couver-based director and 
director of digital program¬ 
ming for all of CBC Radio. 
“It’s more like we tiy to be 
experts and help people dis¬ 
cover new Canadian music. 
It doesn’t really matter 
whether it’s radio, video, 
blogging or social network¬ 
ing.” 

Instead, Pratt calls Radio 
3 an “ecosystem” because 
its makeup is like a living, 
breathing, user-generated 
community — considering 
its huge user-generated con¬ 
tent. 

“A lot of the tools on the 
website are designed to 
help people discover and 
get to know artists and then 
be able to share stuff they 
like with their own social 
networks,” says Pratt. That’s 
reflected in the station’s fre¬ 
quent use of blogs (each 
show features a unique 
blog-a-day by its host, invit¬ 
ing listeners to join the con¬ 
versation), Twitter and per¬ 
sonalized artist pages, 
which enable audiences to 
participate with, rather 
than simply consume, the 
station’s outputs. 

And if Radio 3 is an 
ecosystem, Pratt is its over¬ 
seeing organism. He’s re¬ 
sponsible for strategizing

how best to synergize the 
station’s distribution plat¬ 
forms, determining where 
to publish content (and 
what content should be 
published) and figuring out 
how Radio 3 can best raise 
awareness of new Canadian 
music. 

While Pratt says he’s not 
a poster child for a long ra¬ 
dio career leading up to a 
certain point, he thinks the 
variety of genres and medi¬ 
ums he’s bounced around 
between — including stints 
in entertainment journal¬ 
ism, local news, children’s 
and comedy programming 
and at MuchMusic — has 
been more valuable than a 
lengthy radio tenure. 

“The important thing is 
understanding how to 
reach audiences and tell sto¬ 
ries that are specific to the 
medium that you’re using.” 

But as mediums are 
changing so significantly in 
this digital age, what’s most 
important to Pratt is also 
what he finds most chal¬ 
lenging. 

“No one has figured out 
what the future is going to 
be when a large chunk of 
that audience migrates 


away from AM/FM or con¬ 
ventional television, or how 
many of them are going to 


migrate over, or how 
they’re going to make mon¬ 
ey or survive in a digital uni-

Metro Recipe of the Day 


Bean and Mushroom 
Burgers 

INGREDIENTS: 

1 can (19 oz /540 ml) red 
kidney beans 

2 medium red onions 
4 tbsp (60 ml) olive oil 
2 tbsp (25 ml) red wine 
vinegar 

2 tbsp (25 ml) light brown 
sugar 

1/2 lb (250 g) cup mushrooms 
1 clove garlic 

1 tbsp (15 ml) garam masala 

2 tbsp (25 ml) whole-wheat 
flour 

Small bunch of fresh mint 
Salt and black pepper 
4 pita breads 

METHOD: 

1. Rinse beans well; spread 
on dish towel to drain. 

2. For red onion relish, heat 1 
tbsp (15 ml) olive oil in pot. 
Peel onions; slice one onion 
thinly and add to pot with 
vinegar and sugar. Bring to 
boil, stirring, then reduce 
heat and leave to simmer, un¬ 
covered, 15-20 minutes, or 
until onion is softened and 
slightly sticlQ^, stirring from 
time to time. Remove pot 
from heat and keep warm. 

3. Meanwhile, quarter 
remaining onion and put in 
food processor. Clean mush¬ 
rooms, add to onion and 
process until finely chopped. 

4. Heat another tablespoon 


of ohve oil in frying pan, add 
onion and mushroom 
mixture, and cook over fairly 
high heat, stirring occasion¬ 
ally, for 5-8 minutes, or until 
golden and diy. 

5. Peel garlic, crush into 
mushroom mixture, stir in 
garam masala and flour and 
cook 1 minute. Rinse, dry 
and chop enough mint to 
give 2 tbsp (25 ml). Remove 
pot from heat, add mint and 
season with salt and pepper. 

6. Put beans onto deep plate 
and mash flrmly with potato 
masher, then stir in cooled 
mushroom mixture. 

7. Divide mixture into four; 
with lightly floured hands, 
shape portions into burgers. 

8. Heat remaining oil in large 
frying pan, add burgers and 
cook over fairly high heat 6- 
8 minutes, turning once, un¬ 
til well browned. Warm pita 
breads. 

9. Arrange burgers on warm 
plates and spoon onion rel¬ 
ish over top. Serve with 
warm pitas and green salad.
